With the American Army on the 
Alsne-Mame Front, July 29 — The 
American troops tonight still held the 
apex of their advance, won a struggle 
with the Qermana In which the op- 
poplng lines moved forward and back- 
ward lime and aKoln. Qergy, on the 
north hank of the Onreq. ehangint; 
hands six times 

The Crown I'rince of (ieiiiiaiiy and 
I is f;eiierals paid the .Niiiei iraiis a 
j;reat rompllnient in hrlimiiii; ii|i 
aKaliist them two of llieir hesl divi- 
sions, the Fourth guards and llavar- 
lans. They lind heen in reserve, pre- 
Runiahiy for the operation. They had 
lieen delayed and reached the army 
north of the Marnc Saturday night. 
They moved through the retreating 
main body yesterday and came Into 
action early today. They did not re- 
plaee atiy of the German troops al- 
ready In the line, but served os rein- 
forcements. 

In the repeated rliniiKes in position 
hoth sides eninloy<'d all the lartirs of 
modern warlare After artillery 
pri'pa r.'il inn direrl advances smne- 
liiiies were made; al other times en- 
veloping iiKiveiiienls were tried With 
the Amerirans there operated a few 
litrlil l''renrh armored motor cars 
which dill brilliant work in rnshlnp 
the line, at tlnies their puns replying 
point blank to those of the Germans. 

Scores of times the khaki and the 
»-'ray clad men met in the streets of 
the little towns and on the slopes of 
the river In hand-to-hand encount- 
ers. 

The bayonet was used, but the 
Americans cffoctively used their pis- 
tols as well. There was mucn flght- 
liiK actually In the water, where the 
(lermans attempted to rush ilu ir an- 
laKonlsts to the south bank ol tlie 
stream. Tliere wiTi' limes ^^■hen Itliuid 
linled and niuddieii stream uave evi- 
deiire of Ilic vi(din(i' of llie ronllirl 
There were many deaths as n result

It was late In the afternoon when 
Oergy for the sixth time was In the 
possession of the Americans. At the 
same time It'was reported that every 
other position held by the Americans 
Sunday night had been retaken.
